W HEREAS in Ireland Restrictions on the opening of Preamble. 
Houses for the Sale, and on the Sale and on the Con- 
sumption in certain Houses, of Spirits, Cider, Wine, and 
Beer, during certain Horn's on Sunday, Good Eriday, and Christmas 
Day, have been imposed by various Acts of Parliament : 

5 Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows : — 

1. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as the “ Sale of Liquors Short Tittv 
on Sunday (Ireland) Act, 1868.”

6. The Governing Body of any Town may, by a Resolution, 
declare that for the Purposes of this Act such Town shall he 
deemed to he and shall he a Rural District, and thereupon all the 
Provisions of this Act shall he applicable to and shall he in force 

and 
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and effect within the Limits of such Town, as if the same were a 
Rural District. 

7. Any Resolution by the Governing Body of any Town for the Resolution. 
Purposes aforesaid shall not have Effect unless the same has been 

5 agreed to by the Governing Body in some Meeting whereof special 
Notice has been given, and has been confirmed in a subsequent 
Meeting held not sooner than Pom- Weeks after the preceding 
Meeting, and which subsequent Meeting has been advertised once 
at least in each of the Weeks intervening between the Two Meetings 
10 in some Newspaper circulating within the Limits of the Town, and 
of which special Notice in Writing has been given to each Member 
of the Governing Body, nor until the Expiration of One Month 
after the Date of such Second Meeting : Provided always, that 
during such Month such Resolution shall be advertised once at least 
15 in each Week in some Newspaper circulating within the Limits of 
such Town, and public Notice thereof shall also be given by means 
of Placards posted in public Places within, the said Limits ; and 
if before the Expiration of such Month a Remonstrance in Writing 
against carrying into effect such Resolution, signed by a Majority 
20 of the Ratepayers having Votes in the Election of the Governing 
Body, be presented to the Governing Body, such Resolution shall 
be null and void and shall not have Effect. 

8. Every Person who shall offend against this Act shall be liable, Penalty
